With . the Australian 
miners requnng, to work on 
Monday, we can await the 
wilt af Mr. Calwell's de- 
claration that first the strike 
would be broken and then the 
Communist party in’ the do- 
minion would be destroyed. 
It is not a pledge easy to ful- 
fil, but the minister is Known 
‘or hig implacable determina: 
lion. 

‘he problem of rooting out 
Red influence in the trade 
unions is much the same 
everywhere, but in a: demo- 
cracy it is not easy. Britain 
is a typical case, a nation 
where, tolerance is probably 
the most firmly entrenched 
of all traditions. The idea 
‘that anyone should be dis- 
criminated against for hold 
ing, political opinions has long 
been regarded with abhor- 
rence, nowhere more so than 
in the labour movement, 

Tolerance, however, has its 
limits, and. cannot reasonably 
be curried to. the point of 
self-destructfon, An un- 
scrupulous minority must be 
prevented from exploiting the 
forebearance of the majority 
in order to gain the power 
which will enable its own in- 
talerance to be given full 
reicn: 

Towards the end of last 
vear ‘the, General Council: of 
Britain's Trades Union Con- 
uress decided that the limit 
had been reached, and that 
the time had come to take 
vivorous action gfainst the 
disruptive activities of the 
Communists within the trade 
unions, The general, secre- 
tary said then: “We have 
been patient, pdrhaps _ too 
patient. But ave shall fight 
this issue through to a finish.” 
That is what is happening: 
the battle is on. ’ 

It was wartime conditions 
that favoured the efforts of: 

Many union 
meetings were poorly  at- 
tended by workers exhausted 
by long hours of work, .the 
strain of air raids, ete.

On July 117, 1945, in Pots- 
dam, President Truman’ told 
Mr. Churchill] that the atom 
bomb had béen tested saccess- 
fully In America; in the deserts 
of New Mexico. 

Mr. Churehill and the Presldent 
agreed thot it must be used 
agninst the Japancée to spate’ the 
lives cf 500,000 Americans and of 
254,000 British who would be 
killed if Japan nnd to be con- 
quered by an Allied Army. Hav- 
ing $0 decided tiey told My. 
Stalin that the Japanese would 
be nttreleed by use of an explo~ 
sive of unexampled power, 

For this alone the Potsdam 
Conference would be a major 
Jnndmark in history.

The Rover Company has mapped 
out a private test course at the 
back of the factory—very rough, 
with hummocks, steep hills and a 
wood with @ stream running con- 
veniently through it. 


Thig course is divided Into two- 


sections; the shorter one ts used 
many times a day for demonstra- 
tlon; the‘longer {x about half-a- 
mile in length and gives a devas 
tating tent. ' 

The Land-Rover ean cover the 
short course without need of the 
low ratiog offered by the transfer 
box: It is also able to pull a trailer 
load of one ton round tho short 
course, 


Short Steep Slope 

This starts with a short, steep 
slope (1 in 2 gradient) and a sure 
face of looxe ashos, This is fol- 
lowed by a similar slope, and then 
a stretch of very rough surface on 
tho level. 

Then comes no descent of about 
1 in 3%, lending to an artifictal 
water-splash, a concrete trough 
containing water about 22 inches 
deep. This checks up on the 
water-proofing. 

Next the course descends a slope 

{nto 2 hollow filled with loose mand, 
and has to climb out of it ub. 
1 fin 2 slope, with a sharp cut-off 
which can  mako all four wheele 
jump off the ground !f the car is 
driven fost, 


There follows some rough golnge 
over the earth-covered top of Home 
alr-rald shelters, which force the 
vehicle to make a near right-angle 
turn whilst on the flank of a 1 in 
3 alape. 


After that a rough and bumpy 
bend with soft hummocks has to 
be negotiated, and this Is followed 
by a 1 in 2 slope with a soft clay 
surface, The car then turns 
round and traverses the. samo 
course in the opposite direction, | 


With the long course a start has 
to be made by climbing about 26 
yards of o hill of 1 in 2 (or 


close to a 45 degrees angle. This 
hil] has a thick, loose surface with 
a foundation of concrete bencath 


On the crest is a sharp left turn, 
leading slong deoply rutted ground 
to a short steep slope of loose sur- 
face and varying profile which 
hag to be ellmbed and descended, 

Then the car traverses an open 
area with ruta of usually wet clay 
8 Inches deep, leading to a small 
wood. The entry to the wood—- 
one with deep undergrowth and 
many obstaclos hidden underwheel 
—is at an angle down a steep 
slope and across & deep gully. 

Tho surface then becomes ex- 
tromely muddy with loam and de- 
cayod vegetation. This soft mud 
is anything up to a foot deep, and 
there is no rood through the wood 
except for the trail mado by the 
Land-Roveras. 

Soon after entry, a stream has 
to be forded, with a grave] base 
und a layer of mud below the sur- 
face of the water and about 10 
inches doep. ‘ 

Next come 100 yards of very 
muddy flat, with enforced sharp 
dends and patches of bog, and once 
again the stream has to be forded, 
a deep gully traversed, and a steep 
slope climbed before the car is out 
of the wood. The return journey 
is made acroes the clay field and 
down the bill back into civilisation. 

Descending this hill is more awe- 
{inspiring than climbing It, and one 
seems to be going over a preci- 
pice, The free wheel to the front- 
wheel drive has to be locked before 
this descent, or a slip would re- 


sult, ; 

In point of fact, no bald desorip- 
tlon does duty to this test course; 
It has to de experienced, and jt is 
noteworthy that few visitorg who 
have been taken over the short 
course ask to be taken over the 
worse one.—The Autocar.
